Kelly backs police 
recruitment and

Local policing keeps our streets safe. 
Working with Matthew Scott, our 
Conservative Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) for Kent Police, 
we secured extra funding to help 
tackle the causes of violent crime, 
supporting multi-agency preventative 
work, and a successful bid from the 
Government’s ‘Early Intervention 
Youth fund’. 

The Home Office’s commitment 
to deliver more than 20,000 extra 
police officers means we will see 
an extra 147 officers in addition to 
our PCC’s pian for an extra 450 by 
March 2020. 

Having spent time out on patrol with 
our Medway Police Officers, I have 
seen first-hand that we must back our 
officers to keep us safe. So, I support 
the government’s policy to make it 
easier for our police to use emergency 
stop and search powers.

I have been actively campaigning for investment 
in our town centres and have supported central 
government bids for further funding. This includes 
Medway Council’s £14 million Future High Streets 
Fund bid to transform our high streets and make 
them fit for the future. 

Medway has also won a £1.6 million bid from the 
Historic High Streets Fund which will be used to 
support heritage-led regeneration and aims to find 
new ways to revive our historic high streets. 


Delivery of better digital connectivity, with the Government's £1 billion commitment 
to improving 4G mobile phone coverage and a further £5 billion for faster broadband 
services, will boost local business productivity and support residents in rural areas. 
Investing to help people live, work and travel around the constituency through 
regeneration and job creation. 



Supporting young people 
to succeed 


The Government has announced the biggest 
investment in our schools and teachers in a 
decade. 


In Rochester and Strood, this means a 5.07% 
average increase in per pupil funding and 
raising teachers' salaries and benefits. 


Since 2017,1 have held two large Careers 
Fairs which were attended by over 500 young 
people and jobseekers. 1 am proud that over 
1,200 young people in Rochester and Strood 
have started an apprenticeship so far this year. 
I will continue to work with businesses to 
ensure our local area is an attractive place 
for young people to start their working lives. 
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
